Veteran of ilu> ^■irginia tidewater country is in a 
h.ad u:iy at his lioim* at ^^'ileox Lauding. He is 
die.Mj A\ilh p.aralysis and .almost out. His lower 
limlis ar«* all luit useh‘>s. and lie can no longer 
he alKMil his daily ♦•hores aiiuaig ills hors<.‘s. Being 
•a man wlio always lik(‘d to superintend iKM'sonally 
every det.iil «d‘ his farm work, he is fretting away 
Hie liiilt* » !M‘rgy tliat remained to him after his 
last s«a*i<»Ms strol;<*. 

“riie Ifcst nervL* specialist.s of Richmond and 
Norfolk li.avR* l»een in .atiendame upon .Mr. Bradley 
sIma' last fall, luit tliey <lo not hold out to iiis 
family and friends much hope of liis ultimate re- 
covery. Mr. Bradley is lK*yond soui'ut.v years old 
.ami his vitality lias been sapped the^e twenty years 
t»y rlieuni.atisni. Mr. Bradle.v himself is not opti- 
mist le. Ho hmg di'eaded the hi*eakdown of his 
roliusi constitution and lie has in the last five years 
frequently jiredhMod its menrrence. .Mr. Bradley 
was taken s«*fiou.sly with paralysis at Benning dur- 
ing the Washington .Tocke.v Club’s autumn meeting 
^>f I'.KHI. and lie has sunk st<‘adily since that time. 
Ilhs wife, who .always a<n>uipanied him on his 
trips about the country, has been his caretaker and 
constant eom]>aniou ami si e is now the manager 
of his breeding ami racing veiiture.s. The Bradley 
Mitere.sts are in (‘uiineutly capable hands. Mrs. 
Bi’adley is a woman of slirewd judgment and great 
energy. If .Mt. Bradhw had always followeil her 
**«»unsel lie would l»e b<*tier <»ff in this world’s gocnls 
tlian he is today. He has had more than one man’s 
luck in ;i purse winning way. but against his wife’s 
protestations in* lias bet most of his earnings away.” 

Wherever hor.se raring is a fsipular siK>rt, “Pa” 
Br.idley is known sjs a picturesque figure. .\Hliongh 
whimsical and trmnient. lie has always I>een a 
kindly m.in ami he is f.-'.irly popular. If fate 
decrees that he shall not get to Benning in March 
ami .\pril, he will l»e sadly missed. A Benning 
meeting v.iiliout Itiadley's Charles City (’ounty two 
ami tliree ,\ ear-olds will not seem natural. P.atrons 
of the Washington .sport locik forwaial to the .advent 
of tlie gaunt, iMOif. Virginian piiilosopher. with his 
shrewd sayings ami liomely witticisms, as they loi^k 
for gi*een foliage on the DcmmiwolmI liills. 

Bradley has ra»ed his liorses gotsl, bad ami in- 
diflferent in all part.s of the eonntry since away 
liefore tlie war--at Gntieiilierg and tlloncester, at 
New <irh*aiis. at S.an Francisco, at St. I.«onis. at 
(diieago. in Kentucky and 'rennessee ami all through 
Canada. He has liad various trainers. 'riie<shn*e 
Coles, aiiotlier Virginian, a native of Allieaiarle. 
in-epared ihniey Itoy ami RoIktI NVaddell for their 
faiiioiis vic tories in ilie western ciretiH in 1901. But 
as a general proposition Bradley lias lieen his own 
man. He is a vokiry of the theory that raee- 
liorses were created to race, and his runners have 
had to esirn their <»ats. 

Alttiough Robert Waddell won the Aiuericau Derby 
and divers otlier imporraut western races of B»01 for 
him. Bradley lias always maintained that Rlitzen 
was the greatest rniim*r Hiat Inire ills silks. IJUitzmi 
was the greatest <»f the smis of Blazes ami lie w .is 
kituwii as tlie iron horse i»f l♦ntlenlM-|•g. Hiadley 
used li> run him six times a week wlieii he was in 
real gcaal fettle and gniiiihle iMManse (here wcMe no 
races on Snmlay. After Blitzen •ntllved liis useful- 
ness as a raeeliorse, Jtradley retired him to his 
uud from there he seut Bouey Boy to the races. 



Roney IU»y was not a liorse of tlie elas.s of Blitzen, 
hut he won many a purse and he was a game and 
consistent iH*rforiner. 

Roln‘it Waddell took tlie measure of such eastern 
cracks ns The I'arader. Bonnil»ert. Bean Gallant ami 
Sadie S. in the American Derby. He bad l>een care- 
fnll.v freshened for tlie race by Coles and the eastern 
aspirants for the Derby were no matcli for him. 
althotigh Tlie Parader made a gallant Idd. Uol)ort 
Waddell ran the mile and a half in 2:3;;.*, which 
was two and one-fifth seconds better than the record 
for the race, held .iointly l;y Bonmlless ami Rel el 
Santa Anita. In 1903 The Picket won in 2:3;i ami 
the following year, the last running of the Americar 
Derby, Highball duplicated The Picket’s time with 
se^en pounds more weight. Bradley bad more ready 
cash after the American Derby than he bad ever 
Wfore possessed at one time or lias hud since. 'rii'» 
winner’s end of the Deriiy was .$19,277, and Bradley 
l>ot upward of .$2.0fK) on Ills gelding at from 70 to 1 
to 12 to 1. Coles, who believeil in 1901 thaZ he 
ti allied the greatest racehorse alive in Robert M'ad- 
dell. made Bradley save np bis money atid iiack tie 
Virginia gelding. Itoth Coles and Bradley Is'lleve 
that RoU^rt AVuddell would have won one or more 
or the great liandicnps of BM>2 if he had not broken 
a .shoulder in tlie winter of 1901 2. Ibadley made 
slrennoiis, but nnavailiug ofi’ort to get Robert M'ad- 
dell back to the races after this accident. 3'!ic 
little gelding broke another leg soon after he was 
released from the sling in which he was suspended 
while the ragged ends of the first hroken iHuie were 
knitting. 

Bradley bred Robert \Vad»h*fl at his Chnrles City 
farm. He bought Aloha, his she, in the west. 
.\lo|ia is still alive and is a son of St. Mungo, which 
was brought to this country from England. .lohn 
.McCaft'erty owneil him when he was n high chivs 
racehorse. There is no handsomer stallion on this 
side of the .\tlanti<*. ami many thoroughbred lireeder 
are of the opinion Unit he would have made a world- 
wide reputation as a sire if Itradley had i>la<ed 
him in the stud in Kentneky or the nionntfiin region 
of Virginia. 

Aloha has not lia<i a fair cliame in Charles Cit.v 
county for two inqiortaiit reasons. He has not been 
mated with the I>est mares, and (he grass in that 
I^art of Virginia is not of the 1 m‘sI. Bradley s farm 
I’.as and does prmince horses of spis'd. endurance and 
courage, but they are generally undersiztMl ami 
ragged. But no argnment would shake Bradh'.v's be- 
lief that the tidewater t'onntry of Virginia is tiie 
best in the worbl for the raising of thoronglibreils. 
He is very much enamored of his native stale, and 
especially that historic tongue of land which lies 
between the .lames and Rappahannock rivers.
